They have in ixist years adhered to 
the principle. It Is allsgeil. of making 
the city pro|>erty assessment for state 
and county taxes as high as possible 
and kei'plng those In the county out 
side the city, down to the lowest 
notch. 

Dlslnteresu-d real estate dealers, 
and some of the former member* of 
the county boards of supervisors, de 
ilaro that all county property is uu 
dcrasscssed from ten to thirty iiei 
cent., and hns been for years. 

it has in past ‘ydarl frqnuently 
b<Mn the case that the aupervlsors 
proposed to raise the assessment on 
a piece of town property. The mem- 
bers of Jlie board from the county 
readily voted with the others to raise 
tbe assessment to what It should be. 
but when a piece of property In the 
county was found the assessment of 
which was too low, somehow they 
could not always see their way clear 
to raise It, and having as many votes 
as the city half of the board, the nec^ 
essary majority was not to be had to 
raise It. hence the assessment remain 
ed too low . 

in this way the owner of property 
in the city gets all that is coming 
to him. Already overloaded with city 
taxes, he finds that most of the state 
and county taxes are' also loaded 'on 
to him. It la a very unfair dlscrlm 
inalion, but there is no remedy i>08- 
slble except tri have an enultahle. cor- 
rect assessment to start with, or to 
give the city, which pays two-thirds 
of the state and county taxes, a two- 
thirds membership on the board.

THE TAX RATE. 

Mayor Yelser'a annual message em- 
braces some rMouimenda'tions that 
can he freeljc Indorsed by most ftvery 
r:or><l citizen, but hi* gratuitmia ob- 
servation that in his opiulon tbe tax 
rate need not be over } 1.55 this year 
Is ridiculoMs, to say the least, coming 
as It does from the head of the ad- 
ministration that bus given Paducah 
tbe three largest tax rates in tbe 
city's history. It la hoped to cut 
down the tax rate this year, and if It 
can be done It will be done, but it 
could not be done, or was not done, 
by -Mayor Yelse^ and his admliilstrs- 
tions. 

% 

' The mayor recommends In his mes 
sage an enlargement of the light 
plant, a new bridge, a civstly fill, ad- 
ditional sanitary aewerage, a new 
market house, a public park, and 
other things. If he was sincere In 
these recommendations, and thinks 
the city nci-ds them and should have 
them, and wants tbe city to get them, 
he should have explained to the leg- 
islative boards how they are to ob- 
tain them without niouey, or how the 
hoards are to obtain the money with 
a tax rate which the mayor says 
need not be over lU.I.I this year, 
when bis own adnilnlstrations were 
unable to get them with $ 1 <1-5 and 
$1.85 tax rates. 

To be plainer, .Mayor Yelser'a last 
three years of adinlnim ration have 
lirodiiced tax rates of $1.85, $1.63 
and $1.86. The city has spent every 
cent of the money thus raised each 
year, and In some Instances did not 
then hkve enough. The city built 
no new bridges of cou*equenco, es- 
tablished no public parks, flatly re- 
fused to enlarge the city light plant, 
fulled to "xten^ the sanitary sewer-

Washington. Jan. j. — Prof. Alex- 
ander Graham Hell, inventor of the 
■ telephone, believes that his experi- 
ment with a kite Wednesday on his 
Nova Scotia estate has brought him 
a step nearer the solution of aerial 
navigation. "The demonstration 
Wi-diiesday with ‘Frost King' has 
shown the power of th«- conihinatlon 
of little things," said Prof. Hell to- 
day. ".Now the 'Frost King’ is very 
iiiiieh like the other kites I have used 
in the past year or two. The tetrah- 
c-dral-shuped kite, I th^nk, is the one 
that is going to be the most spccess- 
fiil kite flying machine. The weight 
of all other kites has Increased a 
great deal more rapidly, as they grew 
in size than their supporting power 
warranted." 

Prof Bell then exhibited a kite 
model showing some winged cells. 
Joined together, and etplained that 
the kite can he built of them to the 
size of a house, and yet the propor- 
tion of weight to the "wing.” Or sup- 
porting power, will remain Just the 
sanie as in a kite as large as a chair. 

"The ‘Frost King’ Is composed of 
a multitude of small, fragile cells 
that would not lift a hen individnally 
and could be broken by a man's lit- 
tle finger, hut combfne them and they 
are capalile of standing a pull of 
iiiany hundred popnds," continued 
professor. "In the luise Wednesday a 
man weighing lU.'i jioiinds hung on 
the rope and nut a cell was injured. 

I took a picture of this performance, , 
iiud I am glad nothing happened to 
the man, as he has been Injured sev 
oral times in working around thesy 
kites.”
